Uncle Solomon had collected a good many 


war relics and Indian curiosities, which Mr. 
Chase inspected with interest, listening mean- 
while to the old darkey's anecdotes relative 
to the wa^in Florida, pad its effect both on 
tho planters and nogroos, as seen from his 
own peculiar standpoint, that of a freecolored 
man cultivating some thirty or forty acres 
of his own land. 
After an hour thus 


pleasantly spent Mr. Chase thanked his enter- 
tainer, and as he was about stepping into the. 
ambulance which had conveyed him thither, 
for the purpose of returning, produced a new 
one-dollar hill and placed it in the astonished 
hands of Uncle Solomon. 
" What fordat!" asked Uncle Bol, holding 


out the bill indignantly at arm's length. 
"Golly, massa, 'twasn't for dat old uncle 
totoed yon round dia place. Tse got oil I ; 
want, God be blessed for it!"'and the bid 
darkey's feelings appeared to have been 
really hurt.

An incident oC the telegraph strike well 


worthy of note is the remarkable admission 
made in a public speech by Mr. James Smith, 
the chief of the striking linemen.

"After we have sneaked on the roofs of 


private dwellings," says Mr. Smith, "put'.' 
fixtures up, driven spikes, stolen rights [of 
way, climbed walls, and risked our lives y># 
the company, bluffing the property owners 
who attempt to interfere with us with some 
story or other, and all the time stealing for 
the company, they have now .no, better use 
for us than to turn us over to the police.", j 


This is a pretty picture of the • methods 


adopted by the telegraph companies to se- 
cure points of support for their wires on prK 
vate property, and lines of way where they 
have no right to go. We have reason to be- 
lieve that it is no exaggeration. The IUMK 
men are active and.sbrewd in the interests of 
their employers, and many a man in this 
city has found his house or' store used as a 
telegraph post before he knew it, and hold- 
ing up any number of telegraph wires from 
two to twenty. 


An illustration is furnished by the experi- 


ence of a John street landlord, who was jn- 
f ormed iu the spring by one of the tenants of 
his store that the roof of the building had 
suddenly become leaky. The tenant added 
that a good many telegraph men went up 
stairs through the building every day, and 
that on one day he had counted seventeen. 
The landlord at once visited the roof, nudto 
his auiazemeent he found that it supported a 
frame carrying twenty or thirty telegraph 
wires, which had been placed there without 
his knowledge or consent, and that 'the leak 
had been occasioned by the damage done to 
the roof in putting it op. Upon inquiry ho 
succeeded in ascertaining that three corpora- 
tions were responsible for the injury, but 
each insisted that he had no proof that the 
linumonof" the company were chargeable 
with any particular portion of the damage. 
All that ho could say in response was that the 
thi-cu companies ought to unite in compensat- 
ing him fm- his .loss -in consequence of the 
leak, and apportion the damages among 
theinseves. This they declined to -do, how- 
ever. Two of them i«lM one-third each, and 
the other paid nothing at all..

Few printers get rich. The sume remark 


applies to the bookbinders, the stereotypes 
and all other branches of literary manufac- 
ture. Notwithstanding this, however, they 
pay high rents, and it is only in this manner 
that' the other tenants are crowded out The 
varied specialties of the book and newspaper 
craft have gradually driven away other ten- 
ants simply by becoming more profitable to 
the landlords. How such high rents can bo 
paid by such an uumiinnerativc business is 
indeed surprising, but such is the case, Blec- 
Iroiy [-ing, which a- few years ago was a nov- 
elty, is uotv a leading specialty; 
The meth- 


od was discovered more than half a century 
ago, but has only of late years been made 
practicable. It now takes the place of stereo- 
typing in fine work, at least, and will no 
doubt continue to increase in popularity. The 
coating of copper is so cheap and so durable 
that it does much towards the perfection of 
the art of printing. All of the Harpers' il 
lustrated works are electrotypad. So is The 
Century and The Ledger. The Saest wood 
engraving can be copied by this method, 
which thus.enables one to reproduce copies 
as rapidly as may be required.
